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It is pretended indeed that the acci- 
dients of the Bread and Wine, i. e.

Wbat again is more abſurd, than to 
| ſuppoſe that we ſhould in a literal ſenſe 
be continually eating the fleſh of Chriſt, 
which muſt upon this ſuppoſiti- n be 
continually renew ed for that purpoſe? 
It would appear to all unprejudiced 
minds as fabulous as the ſtory of Pro- 

metheus; 
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metheus; of whom it is ſaid, that a bird of 
prey wascontinuallyeatinghisliver, which 
grew up again as faſt as it was eaten. 


But this is not all; for inſtead of one 
body in heaven, Chriſt muſt have ma- 
ny thouſand bodies upon earth at the 
ſame time: becauſe according to them, 
his whole body is eaten at every parti- 
cular celebration of his Supper. 


| SzcT. 3. Nor does this Meaning ſeem 
leſs horrid than abſurd. How horrid 
muſt it be for us to imagine, that we 
often eat in a literal ſenſe the fleſh 'of 
our deareſt Maſter and only Saviour? 
One ſhould think, they who loved him 
would ſhudder at the very notion of it; 
and induſtriouſly feek out ſome other 


mean- 
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meaning of his words than imagine he 
bade them do a thing not only inconſiſ- 
tent with humanity, but full of ingrati- 
tude to himſelf. We hear of Barbari-

conſider, that by endeavouring to take 
away the evidence of our ſenſes, they 
go about to overthrow our faith itſelf,

It conſiſts ina thorough in- 
quiry into the. paſt as well as preſent 
ſtate of our ſouls; No the neceſſity 
of this inquiry ought not to be put to

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Supper, more than of any other religious 

duty. It is itſelf a religious duty abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to be once performed 
in order to qualify us for the perfor- 
mance of all the reſt. And, after it is 
once performed, there ſeems to be no 
neceſſity for its being repeated at every 
return of the Lord's Supper, with pro- 
viſo, we have not relapſed into our for- 
mer courſe. 

Ihe reaſon of this is, ſince we have 
already inquired into the paſt ſtate of 
our ſouls; and have repented of our for- 
mer fins; ſo long as we perſevere in a 
courſe of righteouſneſs, it is to be taken 
for granted, we frequently inquire into 
the preſent ſtate of our ſouls, and re-

ourſelves juſt before, if our ſouls be fo 
diſpoſed as they ought to be, on ſo ſo- 
lemn an occalion as the receiving of the 
Lord's Supper.

and at that very time bids us to judge 
courſelves, and then to draw near and. 
take this holy facrament. And in the 
Viſitation Office ſhe requires, that three, 
or two at the leaſt communicate with - - 
the. fick perſon, for the moſt part at a 
very ſhort warning. 
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so that upon the whole, in thefe and 


ſuch-like cafes, it may be ſufficient we 
are habitually prepared for our receiving 
the Lord's Supper. However, IWOuId 
not be thought to infinuate; that a for- 
mal preparation ãs altogather:ſaperflu- . 
ous. It is highly proper to be made by
